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SUPERINTENDENrS  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Eaton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools,  it  being  the  fourteenth  in 
the  series  of  such  reports. 

I  congratulate  the  citizens  of  Eaton  on  so  loyally- 
supporting  their  school  in  these  times  of  stress  and 
strain.  It  is  the  evident  belief  of  Eaton  people  that 
the  welfare  of  boys  and  girls  is  of  first  importance.  It 
has  well  been  said  that  childhood  comes  but  once  and 
if  the  children  are  denied  their  privileges,  the  loss  can 
never  be  recovered.  Roads  can  be  rebuilt,  childhood 
cannot. 

In  a  well  kept  building,  the  Snowville  school  is 
endeavoring  to  give  instruction  in  facts  of  knowledge, 
and  also  lessons  in  self-control  and  regard  for  the 
rights  of  others.  It  is  well  said  that  education  today  is 
not  only  gathering  facts  of  knowledge,  but  it  is  also 
training  for  lives  of  service  in  public  welfare. 

Jessie  Gray,  President  of  the  National  Education 
Association,  says,  "The  American  common  school  is 
the  expression  of  a  mighty  faith.  It  has  grown  up 
out  of  need  and  aspiration.  It  is  the  bulwark  of  those 
democratic  ideals  and  rights  for  which  mankind  has 
sacrificed  and  suffered  throughout  the  ages.  It  is  the 
home  of  light  and  of  reason.  It  is  the  hope  of  a  better 
tomorrow.  The  common  school  is  the  house  of  the 
people." 

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  schoolroom  needs  a  teacher's  desk  and  a  cab- 
inet for  the  dishes  used  in  the  noon  lunch.  Outside  we 
need  a  graded  and  beautified  school  yard.  Plans  have 
been  made  which,  if  carried  out,  would  make  the  school 
one  of  the  most  attractive  places  in  town.  The  plans 
include  a  bank  wall  and  grading,  eliminating  the  road 
which  runs  close  to  the  doorstep,  and  recondition  of  the 
old  road  near  the  cemetery  wall.  Plants  and  shrubbery 
would  complete  the  work  with  artistic  beauty. 

VISUAL  INSTRUCTION 

The  motion  picture  has  brought  help  and  enjoy- 
ment to  the  boys  and  girls.     Already  pictures  of  health, 
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safety,  kindness  to  animals,  flowers,  geography  and 
history  have  been  given.  The  picture,  "Daniel  Boone," 
was  given  in  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  and  the  public  was  in- 
vited. This  was  a  strong  picture  of  early  pioneer  life 
in  the  Kentucky  region.  The  entertaining  picture, 
"Captain  January,"  was  favorably  received  every- 
where. Since  we  learn  more  through  the  eye  than 
through  any  other  sense,  this  comes  to  have  special 
value. 

HEALTH  WORK 

The  health  work  goes  forward  under  the  care  of 
Miss  Langille,  the  school  nurse.  Her  printed  report 
speaks  in  detail  of  work  accomplished.  This  is  a  most 
important  phase  of  our  school  work  since,  "A  sound 
mind  crowns  a  sound  body." 

In  this  connection,  parents  are  reminded  that  chil- 
dren must  be  vaccinated  before  entering  school.  This 
should  be  done  by  August  20.  It  is  not  right  to  de- 
lay and  then  keep  the  children  out  of  school  in  Septem- 
ber to  have  the  vaccination  done. 

The  attention  paid  to  the  school  shows  that  Eaton 
citizens  are  interested  in  child  welfare.  The  condi- 
tions of  our  country  show  that  we  need  well-trained 
citizens,  and  the  way  to  train  is  to  begin  in  youth.  Hon- 
est, loyal,  efficient,  helpful  and  law-abiding  citizens  are 
not  made  in  haste.  A  squash  can  be  grown  in  one 
season,  but  it  takes  years  of  slow,  hard  growth  to  make 
a  sturdy,  spreading  oak.  The  twig  can  be  bent.  The 
tree  cannot. 

A  PIECE  OF  CLAY 

"I  took  a  piece  of  plastic  clay 

And  idly  fashioned  it  one  day,

For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1933,  we  had  an  av- 
erage attendance  of  16.78,  an  average  membership  of 
17.52,  and  a  per  cent,  of  95.77.  This  is  better  than  last 
year  and  should  encourage  us  for  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  WORK 

To  the  Townspeople,  School  Board,  and  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools : 

Once  again  the  children  of  the  Snowville  School 
had  the  honor  to  achieve  a  100%  record  for  dental  cor- 
rections, this  being  the  second  year  that  they  won  this 
distinction.  This  was  possible  through  a  dental  clinic 
which  was  held  in  Madison  to  save  time  in  packing  and 
unpacking  equipment  which  was  already  set  up  in  that 
town.  It  made  a  very  long  day's  work  for  the  dentist 
to  do  a  thorough  job  upon  the  mouths  of  eighteen  chil- 
dren, but  all  the  laborious  work  was  finally  done  and 
well  done  and  paid  for  through  the  industry  of  the 
children  themselves  and  the  generosity  of  the  School 
Board. 

All  physical  defects  were  corrected  with  the  ex- 
ception of  four  cases  of  bad  tonsils.  It  seemed  impos- 
sible to  get  the  money  for  this  work. 

The  physical  examinations  this  year  show  that 
only  four  entering  children  have  dental  defects.  Four 
children  are  under-weight  (of  whom  two  have  already 
come  up  to  weight  due  to  the  milk  served  in  school)  and 
the  same  old  tonsils  left  over  from  last  year  add  an- 
other four  to  the  defect  lists. 

Because  of  the  tendency  of  the  present  economic 
difficulties  to  undermine  the  health  of  the  children  all 
agencies  are  united  to  prevent  any  serious  damage.  To 
this  end  the  Federal  and  State  Emergency  Relief  meas- 
ures have  provided  a  fund  to  be  set  aside  for  serving 
milk  to  school  children  needing  it.  Last  spring  seven 
children  of  the  Snowville  School  were  served  daily  with 
half  pint  bottles  of  milk  and  all  this  winter  ten  chil- 
dren are  being  served  with  this  milk.  This,  together 
with  the  hot  lunches  which  the  teacher  has  served  to 
the  children,  has  kept  the  children  in  excellent  condi- 
tion as  well  as  putting  two  of  the  underweight  chil- 
dren back  in  the  perfect  lists  and  helping  the  weight 
of  the  other  two  greatly.  Cod  Liver  Oil  is  now  on  the 
way  for  some  of  these  children  who  need  a  tonic  or 
builder. 

As  usual,  the  school  has  shown  an  unusual  interest 
in  the  health  work  this  year.  They  have  been  faithful 
in  the  health  habits  and  have  worked  hard  for  their 
own  corrections.     This  is  due  to  the  interest  and  en- 
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thusiasm  of  the  teacher,  Miss  Alice  Whiting,  and  to  the 
excellent  cooperation  of  all  of  the  parents  in  giving 
permissions  and  encouragement  to  the  work.
